FOREWORD 


Watercolor, in the widest range of its varied techniques, has been a 
favorite material with Bay Region artists, and the Watercolor Annual of 
the San Francisco Art Association is, almost without exception, a very lively, 
strong and interesting exhibition. Its awards usually set the tone of the 


exhibition, and symbolize the diversity of its styles. They do this year. 


For someone who comes to the exhibition to appraise quickly its general 
character, tendencies and quality, without any knowledge of the labor of 
choice through which the Jury of Selection has had to pass, this year’s Annual 
seems to emphasize the creative element in all types of expression. In the 
majority of the works there is a recognizable individual contribution of 
vision, feeling or style, evidence of something seen, felt, understood and 
expressed by an artist deeply, sincerely, and personally. This seems to hold 
true, whatever the conventions of the art language of color, line, form and 
space which he has elected to use, and it gives most of the work validity 
whatever one’s personal preferences in art may be. There is not much that 
anyone can criticize as perfunctory, nor imitative of some other artist nor 
of nature, nor inadequate in technique for its expressive purpose, nor insin- 
cere. Most exhibitors have had something very definite to convey. Usually 
it is not a simple visual report, though there are some exceedingly well 
handled examples in which the difference between the subject that prompted 
a work of art, and the much-more-than-transcription of scene or object that 
a work of art must be is clearly to be discovered. In most cases, the message 
is of another order, however—primarily the transmittal of emotion. As in 
most exhibitions that reflect more or less accurately the living edge of art 
development in our time, the proportion of works that can be classed as 
expressionistic is large. Many of the numerous abstractions,—even when 


they are strongly decorative,—are rich in this quality, and little purely deco- 


rative work, and none limited too obviously to intellectual exercises, are in 


the exhibition. 


As inevitably happens when distances are great, express charges high, 
and selection by the jury uncertain, a great many entries are from the im- 
mediate vicinity. Some artists from the North and South, some former West- 
ern artists, who submitted when they were nearby, and who continue to 
enter though they have moved elsewhere, and a scattering of others from all 
parts of the country, bring in variety, but on the whole conform to the 
general mood of the exhibition. There are plenty of new names with local 


addresses, as well as the newcomers from a distance. 


There is variety, quality and pleasure in the exhibition for all who come 
to see it. There should be adequate choice for those who like to own the art 
they admire and enjoy. As in the case of all the exhibitions which it presents, 
the Museum hopes that some visitors may feel the personal response to 
something they see in the exhibition that only purchase can satisfy. When 
that happens,—and it does, even if not nearly often enough,—artist, Museum 


and patron can rejoice together over a positive gain for art development 


in this region.
